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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
Patent #4,133,161 to LESTER. LESTER discloses the use of an insulated ceiling 
including a plurality of spaced metal purlins (30), a metal roof (12), a panel (80) 
attached to the roof (12) to define a space, and insulation (82) in the space, wherein the 
panel (80) is mechanically attached without fasteners penetrating therethrough because 
the panel (80) rests on the flange (72) of element (66). Regarding claim 5, the panel 
support is (66). 

Claims 8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
Patent #4,133,161 to LESTER. LESTER discloses the method of building an insulated 
ceiling including the steps of supporting purlins (30), attaching a metal roof (12), 
attaching a ceiling panel (80) without fasteners. In reference to claim 10, the support 
member is (66). 

Claims 13,15 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
US patent #5,934,019 to ROTHARMEL et al. ROTHARMEL et al. discloses the use of 
a purlin clip including a body (24), an arm (40), and a pair of legs (50) to form a lower 
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channel (56). In reference to claim 15, the clip is one piece. Regarding claim 17, the 
arms (40) are resilient. 



Claims 2-4,6-7,9,1 1-12,14,16 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
